ACADEMY WINTER DISPLAY. 

There will open to the public this morn- 
ing in the Fine Arts Galleries, in West 
57 St., to continue through Sunday, Jan. 
12 next, every weekday and evening, and 
on Sunday afternoons, the seventh an- 
nual winter exhibition of the National 
Academy of Design. The press and pri- 
vate views were held yesterday morning 
and afternoon. 

Comparative Statistics. 

Notwithstanding the fact that this year 
the sculptors, after a two years' lapse, 
again ''get an innings," and have been 
given the South Gallery for-^he display 
of some 163 works, including several 
placques and bas-reliefs, thus greatly di- 
,minishing the too limited wall space for 
pictures, of the Fine Arts Galleries — the 
Jury and Hanging Committee have been 
compassionate to the contributing artists 
— if not to the public — and by hanging 
three rows in the Vanderbilt and Centre 
Galleries — and in the Morgue — (beg 
pardon) the Academy Room — have 
managed to display some 445 oils, as 
against 345 last year — when there were 
only 67 sculptures, and as against 420 
oils in 1910, when there were 144 sculp- 
tures. In 1909 only 270 oils and 30 
: sculptures were shown. 

Quantity vs. Quality. 

It may be paradoxical to adversely 
criticise an Academy Display, on the 
ground of the quantity of exhibits, when 
j the Art News, in common with all be- 
i lievers in and supporters of the veteran 
' organization, is earnestly urging and hop- 
i ing for adequate exhibition galleries for 
I the Institution, but it must be said that 
I the average quality of the quantity of 
I'liaintirig^s :$ii6vi^ Lliis^Jc^r - makes"^ f 6i re- 
gret that tKe display was not made small« 
I er, and more regard shown for the merit 
of the work ofifered. I am not of those 
I N. Y. art writers who seemingly feel it 
'necessary to condemn all exhibitions 
; made by the old National Academy, and 
have given its officers and members full 
credit for the, on the whole, marked ad- 
vance made in both the Winter and 
Spring displays the past ten years, but I 
am compelled this morning, and with re- 
gret, to state frankly my opinion, that 
the present is not a good or strong Win- 
ter Academy Show, that it lacks interest 
or originality both individually and as a 
whole, is uninteresting, and a falling off 
from the standard of the last few years. 
Wake Up, American Painters. 

The words recently credited to King 
George of England, as applied to the 
self-complacency of his people, which, it 
is said, to his mind and others in high 
station in that country threaten disaster 
if persisted in, may well be paraphrased 
in the matter of American art, as exempU- 
fied in this year's Winter Academy to 
'Wake up American Painters.'' 

There is good painting, and good sculp- 
ture in the exhibition — much of it — good^^ 
drawing and modeling, good color sense 
and good light and atmospheric effects — 
but in the paintings especially, wJtiere 
does, or can, one find any suggestion of 
originality of theme or treatment? I 
might almost describe the display by say- 
ing ''There are typical or characteristic 
examples fair to good — of say W. M. 
Chase, Irving R. Wiles, W. T. Smedley, 
E. I. Couse, J. F. Murphy, W. Ritschel, 
Daniel Garber, Gardner Symons, Charles 
Rosen, E. Potthast, Albert Groll, Leon- 
ard Ochtman, W. M. Rice, F. A. Bridg- 
man, W. A. Thorne, George Bogert, W.

Watercolors by Henry Bacon. 

Some seventy watercolors, for the most 
part of Egypt, with a few of the Yorkshire 
and Normandy coasts, and one of Ceylon, 
and two fancy figure works, all by the 
late Henry Bacon, an American painter, 
long resident in Paris, are on exhibition at 
the Montross Gallery,- No. 550 Fifth Ave., 
through Dec. 31. 

Mr. Bacon was the fortunate possessor of 
a rarely delicate and refined color sense 
and feeling, and a sympathetic temperament. 
He had unusual facility also in the lighter 
medium, and rejected all such aids to ex- 
pression as body color, etc. He worked in 
pure washes, and his pictures are sincere, 
truthful, and yet poetic transcriptions of 
the varied scenery and life of Egypt. They 
need no detailed description and the delight- 
ed visitor can wander with the artist across 
wondrous sunlit desert spaces, under many 
hued skies, with ever growing pleasure. 
The pictures of English fields and French 
coast at Etretat are equally charming. 

The exhibition will be transferred to the 
Moore Galleries in Washington early in 
January.

termine values for the inheritance tax, 
insurance, or for projected auction or 
private sales. 

The honest and competent art ap- 
praiser will always ascertain, if possi- 
ble, when called in to estimate the 
value of art belongings, for what pur- 
pose the appraisal is to be made, and 
will then endeavor to place the values, 
through his knowledge of the subject, 
of auction records (really the only busi- 
ness standard of value) and of the mar- 
ket, as fairly as possible. In the case 
of Mrs. Roskilley, it would appear that 
she was unusually fortunate in having 
an appraisal which the court sustained, 
against even the testimony and opinion 
of a competent ''expert." It would not 
be well, however, for other owners of 
art works, to argue from the experience 
of Mrs. Roskilley, if some appraiser 
has given a high value to their belong- 
ings, that they would be as fortunate 
in case of loss or damage if the apprais- 
al contested by the insurance compa- 
nies. 

We would advise all owners of art 
works to be very sure in calling in an 
appraiser, that such appraiser is inde- 
pendent of all trade or business influ- 
ences, is thoroughly familiar with the 
kind of works appraised, schools of 
painting, for example, and has been a 
close student and follower of art auc- 
tion sales and records, as well as of 
private sales for at least twenty-five 
years. Only by and through the em- 
ployment of such independent and com- 
petent persons, can a just idea of val- 
ues be obtained. And let us again re- 
mind our readers, that no so-called ''ex- 
pert'' is infallible. 



AS TO ART APPRAISALS. 

The recent suit of a Mrs. Roskilley 
against a Nevv- York Fire Insurance 
Company to recover some $14,000, the 
claimed value of several old pictures 
by fire in her Westchester country 
house last year, and which she won, de- 
spite the testimony of an "expert." 
Miss Barnes, for many years Secretary 
to the late John La Farge, that the 
'burned paintings were riot worth in all 
more than $600, has directed the atten- 
tion of art lovers to the value of so- 
called appraisals of art works. 

The question is a serious one. There 
are individuals and companies which 
make such appraisals for a considera- 
tion, sometimes for a percentage on the 
total amount of the appraisal, and 
again for a fixed and agreed upon 
amount. The first method, it seems to 
us, is unwise, as the appraiser is nat- 
urally inclined to place as high a value 
as possible upon the objects passed 
upon, in order to increase his percent- 
age of financial return. The second 
method, if the appraiser is competent, 
is safer and wiser, but there is so much 
incompetence in the appraisal of art 
works, that when fire or other loss or 
damage occur, owners, in the majority 
of cases, are annoyeJ and disappointed 
to find that the insurance companies 
are apt to question the appraiser's fig- 
ures. The same result frequently oc- 
curs when appraisals are made to de- 



JACACCI BOOK OUT. 

The first volume of the sumptuous 
publication entitled "Noteworthy 
Paintings in American Private Collec- 
tions," which has been in preparation 
for over six years past, has been issued 
by the A. Jacacci Company. This vol- 
ume, the first of an edition of only 126 
copies, is the ifirst of five in the first 
series. Three series in all, consisting 
of five volumes each, is contemplated. 
Each volume is to cost the subscribers 
$1,000, so that the three series, if ever 
completed, will cost each subscriber 
$15,000, and if the 126 sets are all sub- 
scribed for, will represent a gross total, 
to the publishers of the work, of 
$1,890,000— some money," eh! . 

The 'first volume, which comes in a 
large square wooden box, is elabor- 
ately bound in an embossed thick vel- 
lum, and is most beautifully printed on 
rich paper with most expensive and ef- 
fective reproductions of noted pictures 
in the collections of Mrs. John L. Gar- 
diner, and Messrs. Herbert Terrell and 
Albert J. Sprague. The volume is 
printed by Gilliss Bros, and is in every 
way the handsomest of its kind ever 
published in America, or possibly in 
the world. 



MR. BINYON LECTURES. 

Mr. Lawrence Binyon, the English art 
critic, lectured at the Metropolitan Museum 
Dec. 4, and again at the M'ontross Galleries 
on the evenings of Dec. 5 and 9 on early 
Japanese art. Mr. Binyon on these occa- 
sions read a well-prepared paper on the 
subject, but his monotonous delivery dis- 
appointed his audiences. American audi- 
ences dislike to listen to lectures read from 
MSS. The admirable stereopticon slides 
which Mr. Binyon employed to illustrate his 
papers, fortunately somewhat overweighed 
the depressing effect of his dull delivery 
and were deservedly applauded. 



THE SCANDINAVIAN EXHIBIT. 

At least one illusion has been dis- 
pelled by the exhibition at the Ameri- 
can Art Galleries of modern Scandina- 
vian pictures, which opened with a re- 
ception and private view, Monday 
evening last, to continue through 
Christmas Day. We had been led to 
believe there was a Scandinavian 
School of Modern Painting. If the 
present exhibition is representative, 
such a school does not exist. No mod- 
ern Dane, Swede or Norwegian has hit 
upon a note that can be called national 
or even individual. Each has been 
satisfied to strike one already struck 
elsewhere — as a rule in Paris — and in 
trying to duplicate it, has generally 
failed to reproduce the tone of the orig- 
inal. 

In these days, when so fierce a revo- 
lution has broken out in the world of 
art, one executed a heavy blow to be 
dealt in its behalf by the rugged, inde- 
pendent races of Northwestern Europe, 
who had begun and only comparatively 
recently, to take an interest in art, and 
were not hampered by its traditions. 
The field was very promising, the re- 
sults are rather disappointing. 

Take for instance Edward Munch, 
considered the most gifted of Nor- 
way's painters and the leader of the 
nationalists. He has tried his hand at 
Post-Impressionism in 'Tn the Gar- 
den." It has no beauty of color to re- 
deem the awkward lines of the girl in 
the foreground, or the formless, impos- 
sible tree in the background. 'Tn the 
Orchard'' — a modern Adam and Eve 
standing under an apple tree, whose 
trunk and branches take the shape of 
the Serpent — is clever in design and 
suggestion, but the color is opaque. 
And in the matter of pure color, few of 
the Norwegians who have borrowed 
from Paris appear to have adopted the 
clean palette of Monet. Thorvald 
Erichsen, whose "Snow After Sunset" 
shimmers with reflective light, and 
whose "Twilight" is the most impres- 
sive landscape in the exhibition; Bern- 
ard Folkestad, in "Summer Day;" 
Thorlof Holmboe, in an Autumn scene, 
and Henrik Lund, in his excellent por- 
trait of Hans Jaeger, who is leaning 
over , a fence, are exceptions. And 
speaking of portraits, there is a re- 
markable one of a woman in black in 
the Danish section, by Einar Nielsen, 
as relentless as a Holbein, and depend- 
ing entirely upon line for modeling.- 

Jens Ferdinand Willumsen, also a 
Dane, has stolen directly from Sorolla 
in his beach scene, "Youth and Sun- 
shine," but the picture lacks Sorolla's 
brilliancy, and when Willumsen at- 
tempts brilliant color as he does in 
"The Painter and His Family," with a 
glaring red background, it is heavy and 
opaque; the flesh tints muddy. 

In the Swedish section are to be 
found several Anders Zorns, one, 
"Dagmar," a charming outdoor nude, 
but Zorn's great qualities and his limi- 
tations are too well known in this 
examples of his work in the exhibition 
country to need further reference here. 
One has heard so much of Prince 
Eugen's talent as a landscape painter 
that it is disappointing to find the two 
are quite ordinary, and without any 
modern feeling. Carl Larsson's water- 
colors are quite perfect in line, but 
their very faultlessness deprives them 
of any particular interest. They would 
make exquisite Christmas Cards. In 
direct contrast are Axel Petersson's 
statuettes in wood, full of grotesque 
humor. He is a Daumier turned wood 
carver.

Museum anyway? I read that last Satur- 
day a Mr. McDougall Hawkes, who ap- 
pears to be the "chief cook and bottle 
washer" of the new Institution, "dined and 
wined" at his house a number of artists, in- 
cluding those American painters, Carroll 
Beckwith and John W. Alexander — the last, 
President of the National Academy and, if 
memory serves me aright, the man who 
could see no way of having the admirable 
collection of French pictures, sent over last 
year through Miss Cornelia Sage of Buffalo 
by the Societe Nouvelle of Paris, of which 
he is, I am told, a member, shown in New 
York, and certain art writers for the dailies 
and monthlies, some of whom he has placed 
on committees of the Museum. On Sun- 
day last, I further read, he lunched and 
dined others who may have influence in art 
matters in New York. 

Why all this energy and expenditure in 
the cause of French art in America on the 
part of Mr. Hawkes? Is he an art collector 
or patron? Has be done anything for the 
cause of American art? 

And why do Beckwith and Alexander take 
such an interest in the Museum? 

How is the project for new galleries for 
the old Academy getting on? 

Are funds needed for these? 

Is it possible that Fashion and Society 
interests and influences weigh more with 
American artists and patrons than the 
cause of their National Art? What is the 
game anyway?

OBITUARY. 



J. Scott Hartley. 

It is with sincere regret that the 
American Art News has to announce 
the news of the death on Dec. 6 of Jona- 
than Scott Hartley, the veteran sculptor, 
in his sixty-seventh year. 

He was born in Albany September 23, 
1845, was educated at the Albany Acad- 
emy, and began his professional career 
as a worker in marble in that city. He 
soon developed talent as a sculptor, and, 
feeling the need of study, he went to Eng- 
land, where he entered the Royal Acad- 
emy and gained a silver medal in 1869. 
Hfe became one of the original members 
of the Salmagundi Club, was one of the 
moving spirits in the New York Art Stu- 
dents' League and was instructor of an- 
atomy in the league's schools, 1878 to 
1884. He served as president of the 
league in 1879 and 1880, and was on the 
Art Jury for Sculpture at the Charleston 
Exposition of 1901-'02. 

Mr. Hartley was always in the front 
rank of those fighting for the develop- 
ment and better appreciation of art in 
the United States. iHis career as a sculp- 
tor was prolific, and he has left behind 
him numerous public memorials as well 
as small bronzes that have been repro- 
duced many times. Among the more fa-

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LONDON LETTER. 

London, Dec. 4, 1912. 
At the McLean Galleries in the Hay- 
market, Miss Emily Paterson is show- 
ing some good work in watercolor, 
evincing no little distinction in her 
treatment of tone and feeling for at- 
mosphere. Her subjects are mostly 
drawn from Brittany, Switzerland and 
Italy, and her rendering of church in- 
teriors is particularly happy. It is a 
pleasant exhibition and attactive both 
in style and in subject. ^ 

By the will of Lady Lindsay, the 
wife of Sir Coutts Lindsay, the nation 
comes into possession of several inter- 
esting pictures. Among them are a 
"Virgin and Child,'' by Giorgion ; "Isa- 
bella of Portugal," by Clouet, "The 
Flight into Egypt," by Berghem, and 
"A Landscape," by Poussin. 

An interesting series of reproduc- 
tions of the Holbein portraits in the 
Windsor Castle collection has been 
published by Mr. J. Manley, of Wind- 
sor, on behalf of the Royal Librarian, 
who has likewise entrusted the same 
publisher with the work of carrying 
out facsimile reproductions in color of 
a selection of drawings by Paul Sand- 
by, R. A., whose art is well represented 
in the Royal collection. The delicacy 
of coloring of the Sandby pictures has 
been reproduced with quite remark- 
able fidelity and the charm of the orig- 
inals is nowhere lacking. It is not 
often that such entire justice is done in 
the reproduction of work of so fine and 
subtle a nature. Mr. Manley is also 
extremely happy in his reproductions of 
the Raphael drawings at Windsor 
Castle. 

Joseph Pennell is now exhibiting in 
the Galleries of The Fine Art Society 
etchings and lithographs, including 
the new series of the Panama Canal, 
made only a few months ago and re- 
cently shown at the Keppel Gallery in 
New. York. In spite of the fact that 
only a few of the latter have yet been 
exhibited, a complete set has already 
been acquired by the Victoria and Al- 
bert Museum. 

Miss Aline S. Bridge's impressions of 
France and Spain, in oil and watercolor, 
are attracting many visitors to the Ryder 
Gallery in Albemarle Street, W. There 
is an unusual sense of vitality about her 
work, in spite of the fact that it is not in- 
variably free from faults of technique. 
She nevertheless manages to infuse into 
her work both force and personality, and 
for this reason her career will be watched 
with interest. Among her best works 
are "The Spanish Dancer," a study in- 
stinct with life and motion, and "The Sail- 
makers, Concarneau." 

The Black Frame Club are exhibiting 
at the Dore Gallery, and, although it 
would be difficult to point out anything 
among their achievements which could 
be termed "great," it is a pleasant 
straightforward show of work, for the 
-most part sound and competent, and ob- 
viously by men who are of sufficiently 
independent spirit to do the thing that 
appeals to them, and to strike out new 
methods for themselves when the old have 
ceased to inspire. This applies especially 
to such artists as Borough Johnson, J- 
Lobley and W. Dacres Adams, whose 
Sussex Chalk-Pit" and "Hounds in 
Covert" have no small amount of verve 
and spirit. One frequently visits shows 
of the work of men of more solidly estab- 
lished reputations than those of the mem- 
t>ers of this club without experiencing 
anything like the interest which awaits 
the visitor to the present exhibition at 
the Dore Gallery. 

Some remarkably fine effects are ob- 
tamed by Messrs. H. Drake, of 27 
Leadenhall St., E. C, in their latest 
specimens of color-prints, executed in 
pure mezzotint, and illustrating the 
<ielicacy with which their nrnrpQQ #*n- 



ables them to carry out this work. Ad- 
mirers of Raeburn — whose name ap- 
pears to be legion nowadays! — will 
welcome their print of "Mrs. Hay," 
engraved by Ernest Stamp, a portrait 
which was wisely chosen for reproduc- 
tion. Another ^successful copy is that 
of "Lady Elizabeth Compton," by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, and engraved by D. 
A. Wehrschmidt, a beautiful portrait, 
reproduced with commendable fidelity. 
The world of the salesroom is not 
the scene of any profoundly stirring 
transactions just at present, although 
from time to time, articles of a certain 
interest change ownership. Among 
these must be classed Col. Hanna's col- 
lection of framed Indian miniatures, 
sold by Sotheby's. These, for the most 
part, are Delhi work of the best period, 
that is, from the middle of the 16th to 
that of the 17th Century. The whole 
collection was bought by the Fine Art 
Society for £510. At the same sale 
Messrs. Tregaskis acquired for £50, 
six of Walter Crane's original pen-and- 
ink drawings for "The Faerie Queen," 
while to Messrs. Sabin fell a presenta- 
tion copy of Meredith's "Modern Love" 
(1862) for £21 10s. At Christie, Man- 
son and Woods', Rodin's bronze bust 
of Victor Hugo from Mr. Pym's collec- 
tion was sold to Messrs. Dowdeswell 
for 140 guineas. l. g. s. 



MONTREAL. 

The opening of the new gallery of 
the Montreal Art Association took 
place on Monday evening last with 
a reception. At the same time an 
important exhibition of Old Masters 
owned in this city was opened to in- 
augurate the new building. Among 
the notables who were present were 
the Duke and Lady Connaught. 

Lady Drummond has contributed 
several gems from the collection of the 
late Sir George Drummond ; Sir Wil- 
liam Van Home has loaned some of his 
best pictures ; Mr. James Ross has lent 
his great Rubens, the "Holy Family," 
for which he is reported to have paid 
nearly $500,000; Mr. Angus has con- 
tributed several pictures and other 
Montreal art lovers have sent canvases. 
In all there are more than three hun- 
dred paintings, including those by 
modern artists. 

The exhibition includes four Rem- 
brandts, three Franz Hals, several ex- 
amples of Constable, Reynolds, Rae-* 
burn and the English school, many 
works of the Barbizon artists and some 
fine Goyas, Troyons, Greuzes and 
Monticellis, besides a comprehensive 
display of primitives. Further notice 
will be made next week. 
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AN EFFECTIVE POSTER. 

Lovers and collectors of poster art will 
welcome the new and most effective large 
color poster, recently gotten out by Di- 
rector John Hatton of the noted bathing 
establishment at Bath, England, and 
which can be seen at the Art News office. 

The well-known poster artist, Charles 
A. Buchel, who designed the poster, took 
as his subject the health-giving waters of 
the famed English Spa, and has designed 
a most artistic and beautiful figure com- 
position, far more graceful and decora- 
tive than are English posters, as a rule, 
and splendidly lithographed in color by 
Miles & Co. of London. 



MUNICIPAL ART LECTURE. 

Owing to the illness of Frederic 
Crowninshield, who was to have lec- 
tured before the Municipal Art Society 
on "Municipal Art in Italy," at the Nat- 
ural Arts Club, Wednesday evening 
last, William Laurel Harris read the 
lecture from Mr. Crowninshield's notes. 
There was a large attendance of artists 
and art lovers. 



PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, Dec. 4, 1912. 
The ceramic artist, Andre Methey, 
exhibits some of his works at A. A. He- 
brard's, 8 Rue Royale. The collection is 
completely new. There is a wall with 
magnificent turquoise color, pottery, fai- 
ence, porcelain, and some beautiful enam- 
els. The artist at first made faiences, 
formerly only manufactured at Sevres, 
then pottery ^attracted him and his rich 
palette produced splendid potteries, in 
all conceivable tones and colors. The 
pieces in his shops, while varied, are 
always harmonious. 

^ Methey is a master of his art, his tech- 
nique is faultless. The best piece at He- 
brard's is a black and purple vase, orna- 
mented with silhouettes of animals which 
suggest Grecian art, miraculously re- 
vived. 

The painter, Jules Adler, in his studio, 
21 Boulevard des Batignolles, shows fif- 
teen recent canvases, small pieces of his 
best inspiration. He loves the mob and 
the people, or he could not otherwise ren- 
der with so much expression and power 
their precise physiognomy. His "Mani- 
festation Ferrer" is a powerful piece, 
with its crowd singing revolutionary 
songs, and at the back the mounted 
police, in which group a breast-plate 
shines here and there. The piece has rare 
emotion and thrilling effect. There are 
some melancholy old women, with 
bleared eyes and trembling hands, who 
have worked too much, some sailors' 
wives waiting anxiously for boats to re- 
turn. The ensemble is magnificent 
under the sky, pregnant with tempest, 
The frightened crowd of women and 
old men, everything and everybody is 
human. The series of his drawings is 
quite as good. The lines are firm and 
emphasized sometimes by vivid color. 
Every art lover should see this exhi- 
bition of honest painting. 

At Druet's, 20 Rue Royale, the annual 
exhibition of the "Premier groupe" is 
opened. Many of the exhibitors are well 
known, notably Odilon Redon, Maurice 
Denis and Valloton. The first named has 
only two small canvases, characteristic 
of his tender and melodious manner. 
Maurice Denis is very prolific, but when 
he is painting big canvases, he does 
some smaller ones as a pleasure, and 
often these last are more sparkling. They 
are frequently marines, with fair sands, 
clear sky and beaches crowded with chil- 
dren. His waters are silvery and smooth. 
Valloton is very quiet and almost Puri- 
tan. His figures and his still Hfes are 
remarkable for firm drawing, are well 
modelled and true in color. Pierre La- 
prade is a decorator. He has the charm 
of Frago. His design for an Aubusson 
tapestry is delightful. Lebasque is also 
very graceful. His little girls in the light 
and bright sun of Provence is always a 
favorite theme of this painter. 

Add to these the exquisite nudes of 
Theo. Van Rysselberghe, the sober pan- 
els of Louis Valtat, a lifelike portrait by 
Hermann Paul, some landscapes by Se- 
rusier, and two busts, in which George 
Lacombe shows himself one of the best 
sculptors in wood of the time, and one 
will admit that the exhibition is most 
interesting. 

At Bernheim's, Frangois de Hatvany 
exhibits some fine works. But this Hun- 
garian artist has the defects of the Ger- 
manic race, a somewhat heavy method. 
^*- "Interior with Nudes" makes one

feel ill at ease. It is too brutal. 

Louis Beausil exhibits at the Galerie 
George Petit, conjointly with Maufra. 
His landscapes of the Roussillon and his 
ports of Collioures are interesting. He is 
more sober than formerly, but his radiant 
palette is still full of light. Much is to 
be expected from this young painter. 

Alexis Kreyder's Exhibition. 

In his studio, 11 Passage Stanislas, the 



widow of Alexis Kreyder has opened an 
exhibition of the great Alsatian artist's 
works, and all those who love sound and 
generous painting will visit the display. 
Kreyder loved flowers, and his palette 
was full of their colors. He first exhib- 
ited at the Salon of 1863, with his "White 
Rosetrees," and after that his paintings 
were appreciated to their value. 

Among his chief works I must men- 
tion "Offrande a Bacchus" and "Rais- 
ins," his "Rosiers en Automne," which 
secured a prize at the Autumn Salon ot 
1867. "La Source," bought by the Gov- 
ernment; "Coin de Pare," now at the 
Mulhouse- Museum, and "Roses," in that 
of iColmar. I must also mention "Champ 
de ble," which Mr. Charles Gray eulo- 
gized. "Au bord du Ruisseau," with its 
roses and all the fascination of Spring, 
is a masterpiece. 

With Theodore Rousseau Kreyder 
decorated the panels of Prince Demi- 
doff's mansion. He was a kind hearted 
man and a philosopher all through. He 
lived in Paris, he never lost sight of his 
little country birthplace, nor of its 
church steeple. He loved to return to 
them and to wander across the Vosges 
where dreams first filled his. generous 
soul. 

Auction Sales. 
The sale of Comte F. B. collections is 
announced for this month. There is a 
nice choice of objets d'art, and eighteenth 
century furniture. As to the paintings, 
the standard is good without anything 
absolutely remarkable. "Portrait, pre- 
sume de Fenelon," by Rigaud, is to be 
noted and a "Portrait de Mme. de Bi 
erre," by Revel, pupil of Lebrun. A 
"Sainte Famille," attributed to Mola, has 
a remarkable Louis XV in wood frame. 
There is also some good paintings of the 
French, Italian and Dutch schools ; some 
drawings by Boissieu, Decamps, Charlet, 
Bellanger and Barye. There are four, 
important sculptures, two old busts by 
Houdon, one of a girl, bearing some re- 
semblance to Sabine Houdon, the other 
of the young Alexandre Brongniart, of 
the terra cotta of which is in the Louvres. 
There is also a bust of "Marie- Antoinette 
en Diane," without a signature, but the 
experts attribute this to Boizot. 

The second sale will be devoted to the 
faiences and chinas. As to the faiences 
there is some Delft, some fine Lorraine, 
the most remarkable piece a flower vase 
with landscape decoration. There are 
also some pieces of Marseilles, Mousti- 
ers, Niederwiller, Rouen and Strasburg. 
In the chinas there is a fine choice of 
Sevres, a little, very rare bust, in biscuit, 
and some Saxes. There are some fine 
bronzes. 

Among the Dealers. 
The exhibition of Oriental china by 
the Messrs. Gorer at the Hotel Astoria 
has proved a great success, and among 
the crowd it attracted many amateurs, 
who tried to purchase some of the fine 
pieces exhibited there. One "famille 
noire" square vase changed hands at a 
price nearing the record for a single ori- 
ental piece, and from a reliable source I 
hear that $60,000 was paid for it. 

Best .wishes and congratulations 
poured in all the week upon the sympa- 
thetic and young but already well-known 
art "expert," M. Rene Gimpel on the oc- 
casion of his wedding with the charming 
Miss "Florie" Duveen, daughter of the 
late Sir Joseph Duveen, the founder of 
the art firm. Many here regretted that 
the wedding was celebrated in London, 
but others crossed over to be with their 
friend at the ceremony which took place 
at Claridge's Hbtel. 

Business is still very calm here, owing 
naturally to the European tension, and 
the financial crisis which was acute for 
a few days. However, things look bet- 
ter now and a good number of deals are 
foreseen by the chiefs of many firms I 
have interviewed. r. r. m. see.

NEWS FROM FOREIGN ART CENTRES. 



BERLIN EXHIBITIONS. 

The Cassirer Salon, in connection with 
its recent extensions has been holding an 
exhibition intended to represent what has 
been achieved in i:he field of art during 
the last fifteen years of its existence. It 
included works of the French school from 
Gericault, Delacroix and Daumier to Viul- 
lard and Roussel; specimens of the German 
school from Leibl and Liebermann to Beck- 
mann, Rosier and Brockhusen; as well as a 
variety of sculptures. 

Another recent Berlin exhibition was that 
of works by Wassilli Kaudansky; the Rus- 
sian artist, who has caused a sensation in 
art circles. His experience had been va- 
ried, before he took up painting in 1896. 
His first debut was in original and spirited 
scenes from Russian life. 

The recent exhibition of East Asiatic art 
at the Royal Academy of Arts, illustrated 
the part which Japan took in the preserva- 
tion of Chinese art and in its transmission 
to future ages. This has apparently been 
effected by the direct preservation of speci- 
mens of that art, as well as by the incor- 
poration of its principles in the works of 
Japanese artists. In the recent exhibition 
there was less variety in artists' names than 
was shown in different schools and styles. 
It is considered by the Kunstchronik that 
the taste of Japanese art-lovers of the 15th 
century, as to Chinese works of the Sung 
period, was more reliable than would be 
that of a 19th century Chinese connoisseur, 
or a European dealer. 

Appreciation is expressed of the fact, that 
the promoters of the exhibition assembled a 
display of high artistic quality — if not large 
in quantity. 

While Japan excels in the Buddhist style 
of painting, the absence is remarked of 
works of Sesshu and Sesson, as well as of 
Monotobu, the ' Japanese Raifaelli. The 



LEIPZIG. 

The Leipzig Art Association celebrated 
last month its seventy-fifth year of anniver- 
sary, holding at the same time an exhibi- 
tion commemorating its work. 

Established in 1837, while not among the 
oldest associations of its kind, it has been, 
from the first, one of the most flourishing 
and progressive German art organizations, 
having started with a membership of 1000. 
To its efforts the city of Leipzig owes the 
existence and rich installation -of its Art 
Museum, founded twelve years after the 
association was formed. 

The programme of the association has in- 
cluded the holding of numerous and com- 
prehensive exhibitions. According to the 
statutes, one-third of the income has to be 
spent on purchases of works cf art. Its 
artistitc library numbers 6000 volumes. 

The anniversary exhibititon included many 
older works; two landscapes by Hans 
Thoma, as well as a figure painting. "The 
Lost Son;" "Peace Over the Mountains," 
by Karl Halda; and two large landscapes by 
Hagermeier, resembling Courbet. In mod- 
ern paintings, there was a choice display of 
works by Leipzig, Dresden and Weimar art- 
ists. Munich art was also well represented. 



BRIXEN WAY OF THE CROSS. 

The celebrated frescoes of the "Way 
of the Cross" at the Cathedral of Brix- 
en, Tyrol, seem to be threatened with 
severe damage from the weather; ow- 
ing to the effects of dampness. A com- 
mission has been appointed to report on 
the present condition of the frescoes. 
It has been decided to keep a strict 
watch on them in future 
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resented by a number of wood engravings. 
While paintings formed the chief feature of 
the exhibition, its most valuable treasures 
included a number of statues displaying the 
influence of Chinese taste. 

Other features of the exhibition included 
artistic metal work and Chinese bronzes. 
Lacquered work was represented by the 
Jacoby collection; this being the first oc- 
casion on which Chinese art of this descrip- 
tion has been appropriately exhibited. 

Want of space reduced the number of 
ceramic exhibits, a special feature of which, 
however, was constituted by Corean ware. 
Corea occupied an important position as an 
intermediary between China and Japan in 
artistic products. 

The foundation having been thus laid for 
a permanent museum of East Asiatic Art, 
the hope is expressed that the work will be 
carried on further to successful result. 

The November exhibition at the "Artists' 
House" was devoted to marine subjects. 
Professor Hans Bohrdt and Professor Willy 
Stower were among the foreign artists rep- 
resented; while among Munich artists were 
Professors Hans Bartels and Hansy Peter- 
sen. 



MUNICH. 

Under the name of the "Neuer Kunst- 
Salon," Dr. Paul Ferdinand Schmidt and 
Herr Max Dietzel, have recently opened an 
art gallery at 44 Konigin Strasse. 

One of the features of the recent art ex- 
hibition at the Glass Palace was the collec- 
tion of works left by Lofftz. He had been 
encouraged in decorative art by his studies 
under Piloty. 

The owners of the Munich journal "Der 
Sturm," recently organized an exhibition of 
the "Futurist" works, which had attracted 
much attention in Paris, London and Berlin. 

Among exhibitions now on at the Tann- 
hauser Gallery, Munich, are those of two 
members of the Darmstadt artistic colony. 

A series of ceramic works by Bernhard 
Hoetger, "Light and Shade," represents hu- 
man virtues and passions. 



ARTISTIC PROGRESS IN RUSSIA. 

In the course of the present Autumn at 
the St. Petersburg Royal Academy of Arts, 
there will be held an exposition of the works 
of the late Andrej Riabuschkin, who died 
in 1904 and was a genre and historical 
painter. 

At the same institution during December, 
there will be the usual biennial black and 
white exposition. It will include a retro- 
spective illustration of the history of lithog- 
raphy in Russia. 

This Academy will celebrate its 150th an- 
niversary in 1914. In connection with this 
celebration, there will be publLhed a large 
and richly illustrated work, dealing with its 
history; the expense of which will equal 
$30,000. 



COLLECTOR'S BARGAINS. 

The London Daily Mail publishes the 
following interesting story of Ae large 
profits made by collectors with real 
knowledge of pictures, prints, books, 
porcelains, furniture, etc., and who make 
their incomes by acqfuiring bargains. A 
well-known collector is quoted as fol- 
lows : 

"It is always possible to pick up bar- 
gains at the shops of picture dealers, for 
the obvious reason that the average dealer 
is as ignorant as the man in the street. You 
must remmeber that the true art collector is 
born, not made. You have the instinct or 
you haven't, and in the latter case no 
amount of reading will compensate for the 
lack. 

"I have no desire to boast, but I know 
that I possess this instinct. Put 300 prints 
before me, and I will tell you which are 
worthless and which valuable, and, almost 
to a penny, what I could get for them." 

Asked if he had "had any luck" lately, the 
collector smiled an affirmative, saying: 

"Some time ago, at quite a well-known 
dealer's, I gave $50 for a print. A few days 
later I sold it to another dealer for $200. 
On another occasion I bought a print for 
$1.50 at the Caledonian Market. Its next 
owner procured it for the sum of $175, and 
was extremely pleased with himself. Again, 
for the sum of $62.50, I acquired, some 
months ago, a rare print. At Christie's it 
subsequently fetched $500. 

"But there is no hobby more fascinating, 
and. few more^ profitable, than amateur pic- 
ture dealing — if you know the ropes. At a 
modest estimate, it brings me in nearly 
$1,000 per annum — which is more than most 
persons can say of their hobbies." 

It is not from dealers, however, that the 
biggest bargains come. The real windfalls 
result generally from the discovery of "old 
masters" in lumber rooms, cottages, or sim- 
ilar places, hidden from the dealer's or con- 
noisseur's eye. From the cottage home of 
a poor Sussex woman a picture was bought 
for $25. It was subsequently found to be 
a Romney, and was sold at Christie's for 
$8,500. 

At a Swansea sale a connoisseur ac- 
quired for $10 a picture which he suspected 
to be bv Murillo. His belief was justified, 
and a few weeks later he refused an offer 
of $25,000 for it. A picture boueht in Edin- 
burgh last year for $1,900, was stated later 
to be a Titian. 

At Coventr-"- last year a picture which had 
been hidden away in a lumber room was 
found to be the work of Jacob Jordaens. 
Its estimated value is $35,000. And, finally, 
as an illustration of a remarkable rise in 
value, a pair of Hoppners, which were sold 
for $12,500, realized $39,000 four years later. 



VARIED ART ITEMS. 

Dr. Wilhelm Ernst Bredt has been 
appointed conservator of the Munich 
Grapihic Collection,: -in place of Dr. Otto 
Weigmann, who has retired from the 
Bavarian government service. 

The prizes offered for the competition 
in connection with the designs of the Diis- 
seldorf Art School are respectively 
$3,000, $2,250 and $1,750. The jury in- 
cludes seven architects of eminence. De- 
signs have to be sent in by Jan. 20, 1913. 

On the recent occasion of the 10th In- 
ternational Congress of Art History, at 
Rome, the "Biblioteca Hertzvana" was 
inaugurated. This library is a private 
foundation of Fraiilein Henriette Hertz ; 
its object being to promote the study of 
Italian art history. 

The "new art'' salon has recently 
been opened at Munich by Hans Goetz, 
expressly intended to promote the ''new 
art" movement, a retrospective exposi- 
tion of which is one of its prominent fea- 
tures. 

At the exposition of this year held at 
Essen in commemoration of the Krupp 
jubilee, 107 art works were sold, of a 
total value of $21,732, including 20 oils 
worth $11,942. 

An exhibition of works by Alsatian and 
Lorraine artists, recently took place at Wies- 
baden. Prominent artists represented were 
Amiet and Bieler, as well as Bolens, Berber 
and Barth. The special painters of moun- 
tain scenery taking part were Wieland and 
Senn. 

Among the newly appointed Chevaliers of 
the Legion of Honor is M. Nodel, Architect- 
in-chief of Historical Monuments; M. Pierre 
Sardou, who occupies a similar position, 
has also received the similar decoration. 

The International Museum Gallery at 
^Venice has acquired for the equivalent of 
$5,(XX), several valuable paintings, including 
Fritz Erler's "Romantic Scene," Lucien 
Simon's "Boat," Felice Casoratti's "Maiden," 
Adolfo Mattelli's "Christmas Night," and 
:Gaetanp Previati, "A Smiling Child." Other 
works of merit have been donated. 

The sale of the collection of the late Mr. 
F, A. Lawrence of New York, owner of the 
Calumet Club property at Fifth Ave. and 
29 St., long resident at Pau, announced to 
take place Dec. 17-20, will be under the 
direction of M. Decamps, art expert of Bor- 
deaux.

THE CRAZE FOR ANTIQUES. 

The capacity of the United States for the 
absorption of objects of vertu would seem 
to be unlimited. The value of American 
imports of this character increases yearly 
by leaps and bounds. The latest figures for 
1912 show an increase of 60 per cent upon 
those for 1911. In 1911 objects of art of the 
value of 22 million dollars were imported 
The figures for 1912 are 36 millions. The 
distribution of the amount among the vari- 
ous European countries is instructive. First 
comes France, from which America takes 
1/ million dollars' worth; next England, 
with 15 millions. There is a drop of over 
13 millions to the $1,254,088 of Germany. 
The efficacy of the stringent Italian regu- 
lations is shown by the fact that only $740,- 
592 worth comes from Italy— or not quite 
so much as comes from Canada! 

The U. S. A. and Modern Art. 

As might be expected, antiques predomi- 
nate almost to the exclusion of modern 
art. "Antiques" in the narrower sense form 
by far the largest division of the whole; fol- 
lowed in order of value by porcelains and 
china, objects in precious metal, carvings in 
wood, and tapestry. The commonplace in- 
dictment of America, that it is the antiquity 
and rarity, and not the artistic merit, that is 
esteemed by American collecors, receives 
some considerable support from the fact 
that the imports of modern works of art 
into the U. S. A. in 1912 only reached the 
comparatively insignificant total of $1,042,- 
036, 35 per cent less than the correspond- 
ing figures for the previous year. These 
figures are not very inspiring for the con- 
temporary artist; but we may be able to 
derive some satisfaction from the reflection 
that there may be a great deal more contem- 
porary work among his antiques than the 
U. S. A. collector wots of.

LUCKY BID AT CHRISTIE'S. 

"Bronze Bust of Victor Hugo, by 
Roden." This line in a catalog of a re- 
cent sale at Christie's attracted a lead- 
ing London dealer. He attended the 
sale, determined to go the length of 
$2,250 for the lot. It was knocked 
down to his bid for $700, and he re- 
ceived the biggest surprise of his pro- 
fessional career. 

The bust, like the "Talent in a Nap- 
kin," is put away, till time and eager 
appreciation will make this fine exam- 
ple of the great French sculptor's art 
worth $5,000, or more. 



COLLECTORS DENOUNCED. 

M. Theodore Reinach, one of the lead- 
ing authorities on art in the French 
Chamber of Deputies, denounced relic 
hunters in a French speech before that 
body last week. He asked M. Alexandre 
Berard, Under Secretary of State for the 
Beaux Arts, what France was doing to 
"combat the ruses of these foreigners." 
He spoke of thefts from French muse- 
ums, with especial reference to the Mona 
Lisa, and said that French art treasures 
had insufficient protection. 

M. Berard promised a more effective 
guardianship in the future. He said that 
the historic monastery of La Grande 
Chartreuse would soon be made a scien- 
tific museum and that Mont Saint Michel 
was to be restored. He also promised 
to restore the cathedrals at Orleans, 
Nantes and Meaux, which have been pro- 
nounced unsanitary and dangerous to 
the lives of the congregations. 

NEW FOREIGN ART BOOKS. 

A dictionary of French artists and art 
workers is in course of publication; the 
first volume of the series by Paul Brune, 
deals with the artists of' Franche Comte, 
many of whom migrated to Italy and de- 
voted themselves to art study there. 

In a catalogue raisonne, Herr Oswald 
Siren describes the pictures in the Stock- 
holm Academy. The collection includes 
works by Liberale of Verona, Gerolamo 
da Santa-Cruce, Bonifacio dei Pitati, 
Tiep'olo, Giovanni Battista Pittoni, Pietro 
Longhi, Antonio Canal, Bernardo Bel- 
lotto, Domenico Maggiotto, Salvator 
Rosa and some attributed to Pietro da 
Cortona. 

The third edition of "Milan in Its 
Monuments," by Signor Carlo Romussi, 
is a considerable improvement on the 
first edition, published in 1875. It deals 
with the archaeology, monuments and 
other features of the city's history from 
prehistoric times up to 979 . 

The "History of the Fine Arts in 
Parma," by Enrico Scarabelli-Zunti, has 
been edited by Signor Stefano Lottui. 
Signor Scabarelli, in his capacity of mu- 
nicipal archist of Parma, has had special 
opportunities of studying the topics dealt 
with. UArte suggests that the municipal 
archives of other Italian cities are equally 
rich in material. 

A Dictionary of Welsh Painters, En- 
gravers and Sculptors has been compiled" 
by Rev. T. Mardy Rees of Carnanon, him- 
self a native of Wales. It covers the 
period from 1527 to the present time. 

In a pamphlet published at La Chaux- 
de-Fonds, Switzerland, M. Charles E. 
Jeanneret deals with the movements of 
decorative art in Germany. German art 
constitutions are fully described, as well 
as the German system of decorative art 
instruction. 

A work of more than usual importance 
has been published by Gamier Freres 
of Paris: "Our Cathedrals," by M. A. 
Broguelet, with a preface by M. Maurice 
Banes of the French Academy. It con- 
tains a history and description of all the 
French cathedrals, with about ISO illus- 
trations. 
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COMING ART AUCTIONS. 

Hayashi Collection French Pictures. 

The first art auction of the American Art 
Association of the season and the first of a 
series of unusually important art sales, will 
be that of the collection of oils, watercolors, 
pastels, drawings and prints by contempo- 
rary French artists, chiefly the Impression- 
ists, formed by the late Tadamasa Hayashi 
of Tokio, Chief Commissioner for the Jap- 
anese Government to the Paris Exposition 
of 1900, and a noted connoisseur. This col- 
lection will be placed on exhibition on Fri- 
day, Jan. 3, and will be sold by Mir. Thomas 
E. Kirby on Wed. evening, Jan. 8, at the 
American Art Galleries, and in the Plaza 
Hotel ballroom on Thursday, Jan. 9. 

Emerson McMillin Collection. 

Following an exhibition during the week 
beginning Jan. 13 next at the American Art 
Galleries, an exceptionally important collec- 
tion of modern foreign, . early English and 
French, and modern American pictures, 
formed and owned by Mr. Emerson McMil- 
lin, the well-known art lover and patron of 
this city, who recently purchased the beau- 
tiful house and estate, with the rich fur- 
nishings and belongings of the former, ol 
the late Charles Crocker at Ramsay's, N. J., 
will be sold at auction in the Plaza Hotel 
ballroom on the evenings of Monday, Jan. 
20, to Thursday, Jan. 23, inclusive. The dis- 
persal of this famous collection, many ol 
whose noted examples have been seen and 
admired at club and other loan exhibitions 
the past few years, will attract universal art 
interest.

The sale was advertised as the sale of 
"rare, ancient and notable modern paintings 
belonging to H. B. Davis, Esq.,*' Mr. Bare 
explained that Horace B. Davis is a New 
York lawyer whose father was a rich banker 
and left him a collection of art, which is 
being sold by the executors. But at least

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ACADEMY EXHIBITION. 

(Continued from page 1)

Do you not know, gentle art lover — 
those especially among you who have at- 
tended Academy exhibitions for a more 
or less number of years — say ten — just 
what you will find from this list, above 
given, at random ? The same expression- 
ful or expressionless faces, the same 
stiff or easy pose in the portraits, the 
same color, the same technique, the same 
rocky or sandy coast — in the same old 
moonlight, the same surf, the same 
gulls, the same old meadows — the same 
old bare golden Autumn hills — the same 
pool— the same village— the same smug 
faced children— the same mother— the 
same child— to sum up, the same monot- 
onous, even if, when well told, old stories. 
Originality, imagination— new points of 
view are as much lacking in this year's 
Winter Academy— as songbirds in Janu- 
ary. And it is in this that many of the 
American painters of today are at a 
standstill, when not retrograding in their 
art. I mention no especial nanies; 1 
single no one painter out for praise or 
blame. According to my lights and 
experience, the present display should 
teach a lesson to many of its exhibitors 
—the lesson of a change of subject and 
even of treatment. Even the decried 
French modern movement — the wild 
and seemingly bizarre and hopeless 
output of the "Futurists," the "Cu- 
bists," etc., have, at least, the merit of 
originality— and evince a striving after 
something new and strong— a revolt 
against the smugness of self-compla- 
cency. 

The exhibition of Scandinavian art 
now on at the American Art Galleries, 
and which every American artist and art 
lover should see, and more than once, as 
the pictures grow on acquaintance in 
many instances, shows on the whole an 
originality and virility that make the 
Winter Academy as "water unto wine." 
The Prize Winners. 

The usual prizes have been awarded 
to three pictures and a sculpture. E. 
Irving Couse, who won the Isidor medal 
last year, again heads the prize winners 
this year, and has captured the chief 
honor— the Carnegie— for his typical 
strongly modeled and solidly painted 
figure of an Indian making pottery. The 
veteran William M. Chase has been given 
the Thomas R. Proctor prize for the best 
portrait, for his truthfully drawn and 
solidly painted, somewhat academic pre- 
sentment of "Mrs. H." To Ernest L. 
Blumenschein went the Isidor medal for 
the best figure composition — a well drawn 
and painted, but dry and somewhat un- 
interesting portrayals of three seated In- 
dian chiefs, "Wise Man, Warrior and 
Youth" (a good canvas, but not to com- 
pare with his former original amusing 
works). The Helen Foster Barnett 
Sculpture prize of $100, given to the best 
work of a sculptor under thirty-five, was 
won by E. McCartain for his small and 
gracefully composed Dryad holding a 
lotos leaf on his back and upstretched 
arms — z design for a fountain. 
Picture of Honor. 

To a characteristic, delicate and sunny 
large spring landscape by Daniel Garber, 
the place of honor, the centre of the 
north wall in the Vanderbilt Gallery, has 
been given. The pleasing canvas perhaps 
deserves the place, as compared with most 
of its fellows, but it seems a pity that 
even Mr. Garber could not have sent in 
some more original work — something out 
of his usual theme. And near Garbers' 
typical landscape hangs another typical 
one, bv Gardner Symons, that dear old 
Pennsylvania (Centre Bridge) winter 



scene — the same old river — the same 
old sky — all "devishly" well painted — 
but what's the use? 

The Sculpture Display. 
The sculptures in the South Gallery 
are, on the whole, better, worth a visit 
and study than the pictures in all the 
three galleries. Space and time fails for 
any detailed notice of these or of the pic- 
tures today, but a word must be said for 
both the sculpture exhibits and their ar- 
rangement. James B. Townsend. 

So much dissatisfaction was dis- 
played by the Jury as to the way in 
which the hanging committee, Charles 
H. Davis and F. J. Waugh, had ar- 
ranged the exhibit, that they appointed 
another hanging committee, of William

Book Workers Exhibition. 

The Guild of. Book Workers, organized 
in 1906, to establish and maintain a feeling 
of kinship and mutual interest among the 
workers in the several book crafts, opened' 
its sixth annual exhibition in the Architec- 
tural League Rooms in the Fine Arts Build- 
ing, West 57 St., Tuesday, to continue 
through this evening. 

The display, while not properly adver- 
jtised, so that its' holding was known to only 
a favored few — ^was an excellent and in- 
teresting one, and had the social accessories 
of afternoon tea, etc. The Executive Com- 
mittee, all of whom are workers in the book 
craft, and who are the Misses Eleanor Fitz- 
gerald, Sarah Jane Freeman, Helen Haskell 
Noyes, Emily Preston, Moy J. Schweitzer, 
and Caroline Alden Weir, and Dr. J. Wilbur 
Bartlett, were present most of the time, and 
explained the processes and details of the 
work to visitors. 

Perhaps the best work was shown by Dr. 
Bartlett, Mr. Harvey S. Chatfield, and the 
Misses Susan Adams, Edith Diehl, Nellie M. 
Flagg, Caroline A. Weir, Fannie Dudley 
and Esther McDonald. Detailed description 
of the exhibits is impossible. 



Christmas Show at Ehrich's. 

The Messrs. Ehrich have had the happy 
idea of arranging a Christmas exhibition of 
some 15 old pictures by early Italian, Flem- 
ish and Dutch painters of the "Madonna and 
Christ Child," the "Holy Family," the 
"Flight into Egypt," and other themes ap- 
propriate to the Christmastide at their gal- 
leries, No. 463 Fifth Ave. They call the 
display "A Christmas exhibition of scenes 
in the early life of Christ, as depicted by 
Old Masters." 

Well chosen are these moving and beauti- 
ful presentments of the old story. Here is 
Palmenzano's beautiful group of the "Ma- 
donna, Child and Sts. John and Joseph," 
Jan Thomas's fine large and impressive 
"Holy Family," Laurent de la Hyre's al- 
luring "Madonna and Child" and Franz 
Francken's quaint "Adoration of the Magi.", 
Other noted painters represented are Jan 
Steen, Nicolas Maes, Francesco Tachoni, 
Jacopo del Sellaio, Giovanni Antonio Li- 
cinio and Marco Palmezano. 

These names will suggest to the art lover 
the feast that the Messrs. Ehrich have 
spread for his Christmas art delight — a 
happy thought, well carried out. 

Pictures at Gimpel and Wildenstein's. 

There is a composition group picture of 
the Raymond Symons family by Sir Will- 
iam Beechey, now on view at the E. Gimpel 
and Wildenstein Gallery, No. 636 Fifth 
Ave., which in subject, expression and treat- 
ment, suggests Hoppner and whose fresh 
color and lovely atmosphere make it most 
alluring. In these same galleries, in addi- 
tion to the varied and beautiful display of 
Guardis, already noticed, there is also a full- 
length virile portrait by that sterling old 
Dutch painter, Ravestyn, of Ernest, count 
of Nassau, a characteristic example, and the 
well-remembered seated portrait of Mme. 
Servan by David, reproduced in the Art 
News last year.

Old Portraits at Hodg:kins'. 

At the E. M. Hodgkins Galleries, No. 
630 Fifth Ave., there are now shown four 
bust portraits by Sir William Beechey, an- 
other by the contemporary and follower of 
Lawrence, William Owen, and a composi- 
tion group of the same young, woman in 
five different positions, quarter-life size, en- 
titled "The Lacemakers," by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, and from the collection of Mr. 
Charles Neck. 

The exhibition^ ralthough small, is so 
rarely good in the quality of the examples 
as to call for the attention and study of art 
lovers. Beechey is at his very best in the 
charming fresh-colored portrait of the 
sweet-faced middle-aged Miss Priscilla Vin- 
cent, the Ranelagh singer, while his present- 
ment of the handsome Mrs. Redhead recalls 
Hoppner, in subject and treatment and 
those of both William Leach, Sr. and Jr.. 
might well be mistaken for the work of 
Raeburn. As to the altogether lovely por- 
trait of Miss Sophia Hutchins Calcott by 
William Owen, exhibited at Camden House 
in 1896, in charm of expression and rich- 
ness of color, it is well worthy of the 
brush of the greater Lawrence. 

The Reynolds picture is thoroughly typ- 
ical in color and composition and is a cu- 
rious conceit. It has been engraved by 
Grazer. 

Coming displays at this attractive gallery 
will be of the works of John Downman. 
of French sculpture, English pastels and 
Fr'^nqh paintings.

CHICAGO. 

The holiday season is one of activity 
in art circles here as elsewhere. There 
is an unusual attendance of visitors at 
the Reinhardt galleries, so much so 
that special exhibitions are not yet an- 
nounced. Such conditions are pleasing 
to note, as it indicates activity in the 
selection of pictures for some hand- 
some Chicago homes. Many local col- 
lections have been enriched from Rein- 
hardt's and many single canvases from 



the same galleries are owned by art 
lovers not ranked as collectors. At 
present there is a special demand for 
American pictures. 

The remarkably attractive group of 
watercolors by American artists at 
Moulton and Ricketts were on view 
for some time, and as a collection it 
was unusually representative. An 
Alma Tadema of wonderful color and 
characteristic technique, the well- 
known "CaracuUa and Gaeta," is now 
on view there. 

One turns from color to the tranquil 
atmosphere of the RouUier Galleries 
with their effective backgrounds for 
inimitable etchings by Rembrandt and 
inspirational engravings and woodcuts 
by Albert Durer. These originals are 
most happily placed at the disposal of 
increasingly appreciative Western con- 
noisseurs, in black and white. 

Mr. RouUier has secured some un- 
usual impressions and states the exhi- 
bition will last until Jan. 1. 

Miss Helen Hyde has endeared her- - 
self to all lovers of children and Japan, 
but in her most recent Mexican wood 
block prints and watercolors at Thur- 
ber's, one feels the reflection of her 
earlier Japanese subjects. Human na- 
ture is the same the world over and in 
the Madonna— a mother and child 
under a tree, one is again charmed with 
the tenderness that characterizes her 
work. It is gay and picturesque, 
dainty and fascinating, as well as 
blooming and modern. Lawrence 
Grant affords a contrast in color with 
his unobtrusive watercolors of Bermu- 
da in the next room, which are soft 
and alluring in tone and truthful to the 
place. 

Alson Clark, who made a sensation 
with his Spanish scenes some years 
ago, has" painted in Dalmatia some no- 
table landscapes, which are to be 
shown at O'Brien's. Gifford Beal, 
who received honorable mention at the 
American Oil exhibit just closed at the 
Institute for The "Puff of Smoke"— an 
admirable canvas which the Friends of 
American Art purchased, will be repre- 
sented at 0''Brien's also during the 
holiday season. 

A recent visitor was M. Louis Hour- 
ticq, of Paris, who entertained the 
members of the Alliance Francaise and 
their guests at their handsome new 
club quarters in the Fine Arts Build- 
ing at a reception, where Lorado Taft 
and Charles Francis Browne. also spoke 
on the subject of art. New arrange- 
ments have been inaugurated at the 
Art Institute whereby visitors have ad- 
ditional hours on Sunday — 7 to 10 
p. m., of which they avail themselves. 

Oliver Dennett Grover will be fea- 
tured in a special exhibition at the So- 
ciety of Western Artists Annual dis- 
play, Dec. 11-29. Excavations and 
stone work for the fountain, "The Great 
Lakes," by Lorado Taft at the south 
end of the Art Institute, is progressing 
as is the preparatory work on the ex- 
tension, the bridge across the tracks, 
which will add much needed room for 
future installations of the Museum. 
Over 200 volumes, including valuable 
plates, have been recent acquisitions to 
the Ryerson Library, which were se- 
lected by the librarian while abroad 
this Summer. 

A most interesting and important 
event, scheduled for the near future, 
will be the memorial exhibition of 
paintings by George P. A. Healy upon 
the centennial of his birth in 1813. As 
an historical incident, embracing pos- 
sibly some of this artist's notable por- 
traits of such men as Longfellow, Lin- 
coln, Louis Phillipe and others equally 
as distinguished, will be shown.

BOOK REVIEWS. 

'*D. Y. Cameron/' by Frank Rinder. 
James Maclehose & Son. Glasgow Uni- 
versity Press. 

An illustrated catalogue of the work 
of the great Scotch etcher, with descrip- 
tive notes of each plate, of which there 
are 439. In the first section of the vol- 
ome the author gives a short biography 
of Cameron, discussing the artistic age 
in which he was born and the influence 
of his life on his works. 

He advocates the close study of Cam- 
eron's pictures, as only then can one ap- 
preciate the beauty and skill in them. 
Scotland, he claims, has yielded the tru- 
est inspiration to her gifted son, and the 
majority of his scen-eare laid in the land 
of the heather. 

''Charcoals of New and Old New York/' 

by F. Hopkinson Smith. Doubleday, Page 
& Co., New York. $5.00 net. 

This handsome volume, containing some 
25 reproductions of Mr. Smith's charcoal 
drawings of picturesque bits of New York, 
gives glimpses of the city in both familiar 
and unfamiliar phases. Each illustration is 
accompanied by an article from the author's 
versatile pen, whose style is too well known 
and appreciated to need mention here. Mr. 
Smith calls the island of Manhattan the 
"Reptile of Gneiss," and in his foreword he 
utters a warning that "if the building of 
skyscraper after skyscraper, atop each other, 
is continued, the poor beast will one day 
shake himself to get rid of those trouble- 
some flies," and no one questions the fact 
that it would be unpleasant for the flies." 

Robert Aitken has modelled a bust of 
Bret Harte for the Bohemian Club of San 
Francisco. A planned memorial statue of 
Harte for London will probably be executed 
by Mr. Aitken.

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NEW ORLEANS. 

The exhibition of American oils now 
on under the auspices of che Art Asso- 
ciation at the Delgado Art Museum 
comprises forty-five fairly good exam- 
ples of painters who have, as a rule, 
attained high standing in the American 
art world. As a whole the paintings 
do not rank with those in similar exhi- 
bitions of previous years, and this dis- 
play suffers by comparison with the in- 
dividual exhibit of paintings by Augus- 
tus Koopman which fill an adjoining- 
room. The finest canvas in the display 
is C. Warren Eaton's ''Dunes at Sun- 
set,'' simple, dignified and full of feel- 
ing, possessing all the elements of a 
great painting. Charles H. Davis, in 
his "Rocky Pastures," shows a pleasing 
and strong work. "Autumnal Hills," 
by Bruce Crane, is a strong picture in 
every respect. "Golden Days," by Lil- 
lian Genth, is the largest painting 
shown. "The Rain Cloud, Arizona Des- 
ert," by Albert Groll, is masterful. W.

BLAKESLEE GALLERY MOVE. 

The removal next Spring of the 
Blakeslee Galleries from the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Co.'s building at Fifth 
Ave. and 34 Street, to the new Francis 
Building, erected and owned by Mr. 
Edward Holbrook, of the Gorham Co., 
at the southeast corner of Fifth Ave.
